Lknowledge of the physieal mechanism they seek to ad-
just, no matter what means they may use, cannot be harm-
They may not use that

knowledze, just as the oculist does not use in daily prao
tiee his Knowledge of general anatomy, yet such knowledge
is never hurtful and is often useful to him and to those
whose eyes he treats,

In making no distinetion between “schools” of medi-
¢ine and methods of healing, as it apparently does not, but
in simply requiring that all who take pay for treating dis-
“ise shall have devoted a certain time to the study of the
subject and have given proofs of knowledze of it. the Ne-
braska law lhas adopted a poliey whose fairness will ba
senerally admitted. It prevents no man who chooses from
risking his health in the hands of ignorance. It merely
Says that immorance shall not make money by representing
itself to be knowledgze,
